We believe that the cultivation of the taste for 
luger-beer as a substitute for the fiery alcoholic 
beverages. used by the drinking portion of the 
community is one of the best possible move- 
ments in the cause of temperance. If the com- 
pounds retailed at the bers in this city, under 
the names of whisky, bran‘y, and gin, and even 
as wine, were sualyzed, the wonder would not 
be that men are poisoned by the use of liquor, 
but thet the number thus poisoned is not ten- 
fold greater’than itis. While we do not advise 
any..teetotalier to use .beer, we thunk it 
would” be a “happy ciréimetancé if the 
consumption: of the latter were doubled 
and that of alcoholic drinks diminished one half. 
When beer shall become the pvational beverage, 
there will bean immense reduction, not only of 
the number of drunkards, but of those whose 
minds, nerves, and bodies are seriously injured 
by the poisonous adulterations now sold in 
saloons. 

There has been for several weeks a warm con- 
troversy going on between the brewers and the 
saloonists oyer the price of beer. Hereto- 
fore the brewers have charged $10 per barrel, 
but. recently they advanced the price to $12, on 
account of the euhanced price of barley and 
hops, Against thie the retailers united iu @ pro- 
test, and made a defensive alliance. They offer- 
éd to pay 810s barrel and no more.  Aftér sev- 
eral weeks of resolving and counter-resclving, 
the Milwaukee brewers, for cértain political 
reasona, * caved,” and broke down the Chicago 
combination. Some of the latter, indignant st 
the bad faith of the Milwankes brewers, went 
one point lower and commenced selling at $9.

Wooden beams, properly 
protected, sometimes stand heat much better 
than iron ones do. Concrete and tile floors are 
better than stone. . Brick is by far the best fire- 
resister. Yet it is vain to expect to save build- 
ings which coutain eombustible goods from con- 
flagrations, though we build with greatest care, 
unless there aré hydrants on every floor and 4 
great pressure of water within them.
